3:18 p. ra. agreed to the conference on 
the tariff bill asked for by the senate. 
178 to 151.

In the debate in the house today 


Representative Mann, of Illinois, de- 
clared he would vote against the bill 
on the conference report If the senate 
provision on wood pulp and print pa- 
per ,was rretalned. He -was applauded 
on both sides. 


Representative Townsend, of Michi- 


gan, declared that in the senate de- 
bate of the bill the house had been 
openly Insulted. 


IT BEARS MANY SCARS. 


Washington. July 9.—Bearing the 


dears ol eight hundred and fifty-sev- 
en1 amendments placed there by the 
senate, the Payne tariff 
bill today 


found Its -way back to the house, ex- 
actly three months to a day from the 
time It was.put through by that body. 
Its reception was hailed with mingled 
feelings of joy and disappointment by 
the members on both sides who, In 


• response to summons from their re- 


epectlve leaders turned out In great 
force. 


Chairman Payne, of tha house ways 


and ' means committee, was prepared 
again to take charge of the moment- 
ous' piece of legislation. 


On motion of Mr. Payne the house 


took a recess until 1 o'clock to per- 
mit .-the'committee on rules to'meet 
with a' view to. deciding upon a 
course of proceedure In reference to 
the'tariff bill • to be recommended to 
the house. 


Fear Instructions.

There were rumors that there might 


.be an'effort to Instruct the house con- 
ferees' on the '.bill'- and Speaker '.Can- 
non declined to announce their names 
until, official, conditions- should' make 
it necessary .for'him. to -do. so. 


.It was also reported. that there 


would be'a motion to accept the de-1 
creases of the senate.- There was an 
.especial movement. towards the 'ac- 
ceptance of the' hosiery and glove 
schedules. v The house committee ' on 
rules'-met1 after the house took a re- 
cess .and decided, to bring In an order 
providing for the reference of the bill 
' to a.;committee 'on conference as re- 
quested by the senate the house mean- 
time disagreeing' to 'the senate amend- 
ments. 
The . committee also decided 


that there should be a debate of an 


..hour and a half on this order. The 


decision !s due to the fact that there 
are still some absent members from 
the: house lor whose arrival the lead- 
ers, prefer to wait.

Resolution, for a .Conference. 


'Following Is'the text of the resolu- 


tion'decided upon by the committee: 
':"That the house of, representatives 
take from the'. speaker's table and 
non-concur in the senate amendments 
to house bill No. 1438 (the tariff bill) 
and agree to the conference asked for 
by the 
senate, on the disagreeing 


votes of the two houses, and that a 
committee of conference be appoint- 
ed forthwith and said committee shall 
have authority to join with the sen- 
ate' committee 
in renumbering 
the 


paragraphs and sections of .said bill 
when finally' agreed upon." 
:The hour and a-halt of debate, It 


was decided, should be equally- divid- 
ed between the two parties. 


Short Time for Debate, 


When the recess had expired Mr. 


Dalzell, of Pennsylvania, of the com- 


mittee on rules was at once recog- 
nized to offer the rule providing for 
non-concurrence in all the amend- 
ments and agreeing to the conference 
requested by the senate. 
He supple- 


mented the rule with a motion for 
one hour and a half for debate. 


This suggestion was not entirely 


acceptable to Mr. Townsend, nf Mich- 
igan. who wanted the time extended 
to three hours, but he did not press 
his point and Mr. Dnlzell's motion 
was adopted. 


The members of the house, rallying 


to the call of the whip, have flocked 
from all directions to Washington, iind 
the outlook this morning was that 
when the house convened there would 
be a full attendance on both sides to 
welcome the bill over which the sen- 
ate 
had wrestled until nearly mid- 


night. 


Finish Was Exciting. 


The final vote In the senate, passing 


the bill by a vote of 45 to 34, was an- 
nounced 
after a protracted 
debate 


which was almost devoid of animation 
until a few minutes before the close 
there arose a sharp controversy over 
the party standing of the Insurgent 
republican senators, several of 
them 


hotly resenting being "read out of the 
party" by Senator Aldrlch, who, how- 
ever, disclaimed any such Intention. 


The discussion throughout the even- 


ing wag made chiefly by Senators La 
Follette and Gore, both of whom crit- 
icised the bill, but neither of whom 
aroused much enthusiasm In the thor- 
oughly wearied senate. When it ap- 
peared that a vote could be taken, Mr. 
Beveridge announced the determination 
of the so-called progressive republicans 
to cast their votes against the bill. 


Aldrich Is Nettled. 


This announcement called forth a 


sharp rejoinder 
from Chairman Aid- 


rich, . of 
the 
finance- 
committee, in 


which he undertook to remind the In- 
dependent senators that, - being In the 
minority, they were' without authority 
to speak for the republican party. He

sian Victory Over the 


Swedes in 1709. 


Poltava;" July Y—The celebration 


of the second centennial of the bat- 
tle .of Poltava, wfcen. the power of the 
Swedes In Russia- was crushed, was 
opened here this morning in the 
preseace of Emperor Nicholas and an 
imposing suite- of grand dukes aim 
attaches. 


The imperial train, stopped at tha 


very site of the battle, and disem- 
barking, the emperor found the his- 
toric regiments drawn up into tha 
positions that had been taken in the 
combat 
with'- the 
Swedes. • His 


majesty drove directly- to the: church 
that was erected 'at the burial place 
on the battlefield and inspected the 
monument on a huge mound cover- 
ing the b'ones of 1,345 of- Peter the 
Great's soldiers. 
His majesty then 


reviewed a parade" of all the military 
at Poltava. 
' ' 
. 


After a hasty* luncheon aboard the 


imperial train, Emperor Nicholas was 
kept busy all the afternooa inspect- 
ing the two historic churches and 
the monument to Peter the Great; 
In visiting the exhibition of peasant 
handwork and in dedicating the mon- 
ument to Count Kelen, the com- 
mander of'the garrison at Poltava 
during the siege before the battle. 
On returning to-the battlefield-his 
majesty visited the monument erect- 
ed to the fallen Swedes. . 
. 


The day was bright and sunny and 


the battlefield with its • transforma- 
tion was. visible from the 
grave 


mount like a vast, panorama. The. 
wood which hid the approach of the 
Russian is standing, as. also is the 
oak tree to which 
the wounded 


Swedish king • was carried after -the 
battle. 
Obelisks 'marks the sites of 


the redoubts hastily erected by the 
Swedes and Russians. 
Around the 


mound were assembled the invited 
guests. 
These included 
Premier 


Stolypin, 
M. . • Khomayakoff, 
the 


president of the duma, the Poltava 
nobles, many peasant deputies and 
about three hundred members of the 
reactionary 
Russian 
league, 
with 


banners and crosses. There was no 
attempt at a demonstration, 
the 


leaders having been sternly warned 
not to try to utilize life occasion for 
partisan purposes.

The authorities have es- 
tablished his man-lago to ten women 
and his engagement and possible mar- 
riage to fourteen others. Kach of the 
twenty-four women duped by Jladson 
is said by the police to have, lost more 
or less money through him. The larg- 
est amount was from Mrs. Elizabeth 
N. E. Jackson, of lola. 
Kan., from 


whom he Is said to have obtained Jl.- 
400. 


Mndson is said to have deserted each 


of the women within a few hours after 
marriage. Among the women to whom 
he was either engaged or married was 
one each in Jonesboro, Ark., Gettys- 
burg, Ohio, and New Orleans, La. 


The strange history of Madson. who 


is an aged man, extends over only a 
few months. 
Almost without excep- 


tion his victims have been widows or 
divorced women of middle age. Mad- 
son may be taken for trial to Stockton, 
where one of his wives resides, but 
meantime the police here are trying 
to secure a complete confession from 
him.

"That promise," he said, impressive- 


ly, "was one of tha' great reasons why 
our candidate was chosen for presi- 
dent and our party given increased 
power." 


The speaker said that he and the 


senators who had struggled to keep 
this pledge would vote against the 
bill, meaning thereby that seven great 
republican states demand that the 
house and senate conferees shall gen- 
eraaiy stand by their respective reduc- 
tions and that a bill shall be reported 
from conference for which aU republi- 
cans and protectionists can .vote, the 
president can sign, and the people will 
approve. 


Senator Aldrrlch became plainly net- 


tled by Mr. Beveridge's criticisms. He 
asserted in so many words tliat a niau 
belonged to his party and that inde- 
pendence was entirely out of place. On 
a memorable occasion in a great con- 
vention of the republican party he had 
seen prominent republicans, who, like 
Senator Beveridge, believed ihat their 
Individual views were the views of ths 
party, rise and walk out of the conven- 
tion. 
But the republican party had 


survived. In voting against the bill. 
Mr. Beveridge and his colleagues were

views. He declared the Indiana rep- i 
resentative had no right to speak for * 
the president. 


This bill." he added, "carries out 


every pledge made by the republican 
party. If any republican senator de- 
sires to vote against it because of his 
individual views, he may do so. -but 
he cannot speak for a majority of the 
republican party 
without 
hearing a 


protest from me." 


Denounced by Crawford. 


Senator Crawford jumped to his feet 


when Mr. Aldrich finished and 
de- 


nounced the chairman of the commit- 
tee and the men who had "slavishly" 
supported him. 


He was followed by Senator Clapp. 


who vigorously defended Mr. Bever- 
idge and the course pursued by the in- 
surgents. 


The debate was closed by Senator 


Nelson, who remarked that it would 
take more than 
the 
senator 
from 


Rhode Island to read the state of Min- 
nesota out of the republican party. 


The bill as it passed the senate last 


night is a triumph of standpatism. 


It furnishes no evidence ot consid- 


eration having been given to the ex- 
pressed wish of the country for real 
and effective tariff revision or for the 
promises that President Taft made In 
the campaign last summer. 


It has raised rates upon necessaries 


as weli as luxuries and Its administra- 
tive provisions have provided for an' 
enforcement 
which 
Is 
certain 
to 


squeeze the importer and, in the last 
analysis, the consumer. 


The country now must base its hopes 


upon the conference committee which 
will lie organized In the next few rtaya 
by the two houses. 
The membership 


of this committee as contemplated liy 
Sonatnr Aldrich find Speaker Cannon 
indicates clearly that nn relief can be 
secured unless direct pressure be ap- 
plied by President Taft. 


President Promises Influence. 


The president has 
announced re- 


peatedly that he would not interfere 
with the independent consideration of 
the bill by each house. But he has 
promised that when the conference be- 
gan he would use his influence to se- 
cure reductions. It has been believed 
generally that he would seek to have 
the house agree to the decreases made 
by the senate, and the senate accept 
the lower rates'of the house.

this way In a covered pan no odor 
will result. 


Some people think that because the 


teakettle never contains anything but 
clean water It need seldom be wash- 
ed. Erery housewife who lives where 
water Is hard, however, knows how 
the lime and other "salts" form a 
coating on the inside. This may be 
largely prevented, and the outside of 
teakettle kept free from "soot" and 
grease by washing, inside and out- 
side,- each 
morning with hot water 


and some cleaner that will dissolve 
the hard lime and other "salts." 


The Inside of the kettle will be kept 


smooth much longer if thus cared for. 
Be sure to rinse thoroughly with hot 
or warm water to remove all soapy 
water, then refill with cold water for 
heating.
